strikes and lockout'’s will be passed 
without difficulty. 


2 That the 
force the railroads 
into a few great systems within 
the next, five years, will make its 
way through the Senate in amend- 
ed form, but doubtless will be de- 
feated by delay in the House. 

3. That the Gooding long-and- 
short-haul bill, designed to abolish 
reduced rates for long hauls of 
freight, has only a “fair” chance 
of success. 5 

4. That the president's desire to 
vest operation of the merchant 
marine in an executive board and 
to give the United, States shipping 
board merely judicial authority 
over rates and routes, “has not a 
ghost of a chance" of passage at 
this session. 

Senator McNary of Oregon ad- 
vised the President that the Jones 
bill, fulfilling the President’s de- 
sire for a shakeup of the ship 
managment, is without sufficient 
backing even to bring it out fav- 
orably from the Senate Commerce 
committee, of which Senator Jones 
is chairman. 

“All the Democrats and three of 
the Republican committeemen will 
vote against it, and I am one of 
the latter,” said McNary. 

Insisting that a new control of 
the Merchant Marine is necessary 
to establish its success, President 
Coolidge plainly indicated he will 
fight for the bill until Congress 
adopts it, whether this year or 
next.

SOCIALISM IS ATTACKED 


Passage of Law Follows Fore- 
ful Address by Premier 
: Mussolini 


ROME, March 11.—The Italian 
Senate tonight passed by a vote 
of 139 to 27 the most revolution- 
ary labor law in the history of 
the world. It is a law which for- 
bids strikes, enforces arbitration 


employed and the public with 
power to compe! the acceptance 
of verdicts. 

The passage of the law follow= 
ed a powerful speech by Premier 
Mussolini in which the one _ tims 
leader of Italian socialism sacri- 
ficed that cult as aiming at the 
destruction of civilization, riddled 
the Socialistist doctrine of capital 
being ‘“ “wrung from the blood and 
feet of toilers” and praised the 
brains, thrift and genius of those 
who have gone before as well as 
those who are directing the world 
work today. 

The premier brought the sena- 
tors to their feet when he pro- 
claimed that the rights of capital 
must be protected, but that they 
are no mere sacred than the rights, 
of the humblest toiler. 

“Strikes are the greatest evil 
pf the modern world,” declared 
the premier. 

“They have not been justified. 
They have cost millions of dol- 
lars in the last few years in 
France, England and America, one 


strike over a few minutes in the 
slowness of a clock throwing 
thousands out of work for 20 


days.’

When our modern man _ writes 
a letter, he drops it’ in a mail 
box. And Uncle Sam does the rest 
within a very short time. If the 
letter isn’t delivered within five 
days, the business man wants it 
returned to him, and promptly.

This 
has been called the first perman- 
ent newspaper in Americas By the 
time. that the Revolution broko 
out there were thirty-seven o{ 
tigse papers. 

However, these newspapers were 
all weekly papers. The first daily 
camo after the Revolution was 
fought and won. 

Of course these - first papers 
were small and badly printed.

mitter hardly resembles the familiar 
telephone transmitter. Its rubber 
button is pressed against the pa- 
tient’s body, a soft rubber rim cuts 
down vibration from the hand which 
holds it. Since extreme quiet is es- 
sential to pick up the tiny sounds 
of greatest importance, room noises 
are shut out by fitting the receivers 
with stethoscope tubes which enter 
the physician’s ears in the familiar 
manner.

To assemble and coordinate all 
these elements, several of them en- 
tirely new designs, has been the 
responsibility of Halsey A. Fred- 
erick, D. G. Blattner, and their as- 
sociates in the Bell Telephone Labo- 
ratories, in collaboration with Dr. 
H. B. Williams, a prominent car- 
diographer of New York. Princi- 
pally due to the latter is a device 
for making permanent records of 
the sounds. Passing through a wire 
lying in a magnetic field, the am- 
plified sound currents set the wire 
into vibration and move a spot of 
light across a photo film. The wavy 
line traced on the film gives posi- 
tive evidence of most abnormal con- 
ditions.

Doctors to Hear and See Heart Beats

The familiar Stethescope _ Tubes entering the ears of the Examining Dieeisiana are eouinected with 


telephone’ transmitters through which sounds come from the amplifying apparatus. 


However, the latest and perhaps 
the most impressive application of 
the stethoscope is in connection 
with the cathode ray oscillograpk 
which makes it possible actually tc 
see the graphic representation of 
the pulsating heart. Aside from the 
spectacular aspect of this feature, if 
promises to become an invaluable 
aid in diagnosis. It will enable the 
diagnosing physician, or group of 
physicians, to check hearing against 
sight. Simultaneously with hearing 
the heart beats they may see the 
pulsations and detect the variations 
in time and intensity, if any, with 
more certainty than by hearing 
alone, 

A further and very important use 
for the electric stethoscope is in 
connection with physicians whose 
hearing has become somewhat im- 
paired. It has been found that when 
people reach the age of about forty 
in many cases some impairment of 
hearing begins, and this impairment 
usually increases with advancing 
age. By the time physicians have 
acquired experience and have de- 
veloped accurate judgment in aus- 
cultations, they often find that they 
have some impairment in hearing 
and cannot be sure that they are 
able to hear all the heart and chest 
sounds that they should hear to 
make a precise diagnosis.
